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Lincoln Boy First Volunteer 
for National Diabetes Study Comes to Omaha 


mua are as 


7-year-old Lincoln boy is 
the first participant in a 
national diabetes study at 


the University of Nebraska 
Medical Center (UNMC) aimed at 
trying to prevent or delay the onset 
of diabetes in patients at-risk for 
the disease. 


The boy, Jacob Marvin, quali-. 


fied for the study after undergoing 
a series of tests which found that 


he. has islet cell and insulin auto- 
antibodies, which are indicators of 
the disease. 

Physicians from around the 
region have been screening rela- 


tives of people with Type-1 dia-~ 


betes. The boy’s father, Duane 
Marvin, has Type-l, insulin- 
dependent diabetes. 

“Although Jacob doesn’t. have 
diabetes, his immune system is 
showing evidence for potential 
immune destruction of the beta 
cells which produce insulin,” said 


James Lane, M.D., an endocrinol- 
‘ogist who is the principal investi- 
gator of the study. 

Type-1 diabetes is a life-long 
disorder that usually occurs early 
and demands a lifetime of balanc- 
ing treatment, diet and activities to 
control the disease. 

This is the first time in the 
United States that this kind of trial 
has been done for type-1 diabetes. 

The oral insulin study has been 
going on for two years and the 
injection protocol for a bit longer,

Trial for UNO Football Player Delayed 


“he trial of a UNO football 
player arrested for suspicion 


of misdemeanor assault and bat- 


tery and disorderly conduct was 


scheduled to begin Monday at the- 


Douglas County Courthouse. 

However, due in part to the 
winter weather, the prosecution 
granted continuance to move the 
trial to-April. : 

The defense had all six wit- 
snesses present Monday morning. 

Christopher Cooper, a defen- 
sive end for the Maverick football 
team, was arrested Oct. 19 stem- 


ming from an alleged incident 
where UNO sophomore Andrew 
Liakos was thrown over a second 
floor balcony, and a second man 
was later beaten during an Oct. 11 
party, allegedly by Cooper and a 
friend. 

The police report said Cooper" s 
friend held the second man down 


while Cooper hit him in the head . 


with two beer bottles. The alleged 
victim received medical attention 
and was released. 

Shortly after the incident, Head 
Coach Pat Behrns ‘suspended 


Cooper, but allowed him to return 
to practice later that week. 

Several witnesses were called 
to testify in the trial, including Cat 
Eldridge, a former ‘Gateway 
reporter who originally: reported 
the story. a 

Eldridge was called in because 
witnesses she spoke with during 
her investigations gave statements 
‘contrary to the charges. 

“They pretty much said that 
Chris Cooper didn’t do it,” said 
Eldridge.

“the best obtainable, version of the 
truth? 2 Je fe: 

The blame for the, ‘media’ 's turn 
toward sensationalism and weak- 
ened ethics liés on the shoulders of 


‘media mogul Rupert Murdoch, 


Bernstein said. 


Murdoch owns the New York: 


Post tabloid, Fox and countless 
other media outlets. 
“He has affected our (journal- 
ism) staridards more than anything 
in the past 25 years. It is affecting 


the standards of even the ‘highest. . 


levels of our press,” 
said. 

He cited a headline from 
Newsday as an example of the 
falling standards of the press. The 
day of the re-unification of 
Germany and the return of anti- 
apartheid activist Nelson Mandela 
from prison, Newsday, which “is 
not a Murdoch publication, devot- 
ed its entire front page to the 
break-up of Donald Trump and 
Marla Maples, Bernstein declared 
it to be part of the triumph of the 
“idiot culture.” 

A real concern exists that aver- 
age Americans have. began to

erase the distinction between real . 


reporting and “porn journalism,” 
he said. When broadcasting com- 
panies run shows such as “Jerry 
Springer,” it can affect the credi- 
bility of real ‘news programs. 
“People begin to see them as 
one and the same,” Bernstein said.

_ “Reporters should challenge peo- 


ple, not mindlessly entertain 
them.” Many so-called news 
shows and radio programs use 
race baiting, intolerance, and man- 
ufactured. controversy to boost , 


their ratings, he said. 


Bernstein said he feels the 


" media did a good job in covering - 


the Clinton scandal, with the 
exception of the 24-hour cable 
news networks, which presented 
every new wrinkle in the case as 
breaking news. 

He said the Barbara Walter's 
interview with Monica Lewinsky 
was legitimate news, given 
Lewinsky’s place in history. 

Bernstein, now a contributing 
editor to “Vanity Fair” magazine, 
feels the press has been harder on 
Clinton than they were on Nixon, 
and sees the two cases as dissimi- 
lar. : 
_ “Watergate was about a vast 
and pervasive abuse of power by a 
criminal president of the United 
States,” he said. 

Bernstein worked on the 
Watergate . story with Bob 
Woodward for the Washington 
Post in 1972.and 1973 when both 
reporters. were in their late 20's. 
The two traced the break-in of the 
Democratic National Committee 
offices in the Watergate building 
to President Richard Nixon and 
several of his top aides. _ 

The story was told in a book, 
“All the President’s Men” and a 
movie by the same name starring 
Dustin Hoffman as Bernstein and 
Robert Redford as Woodward. 

New Yorker Magazine recently 
called the two reporters’ columns 
for the Post during that time the 
third most important piece of jour- 
nalism of the past century. 

Bernstein's first question from 
the audience was one neither he 
nor Woodward has answered for

Big Brothers-Big Sisters of the 
Midlands is committed to assisting chil- 
dren primarily from single parent homes. 
The program brings together caring and 
committed adults with children on a one- 
to-one basis, said Amy Peterson, recruit-

Big Brothers-Big Sisters of the 
Midlands matched 600 children in 1998 
with a Big Brother or Big Sister. However, 
the agency has 150 boys on a waiting list 
for a Big Brother, Peterson said. 

She said several UNO students are

Big Brothers and Big Sisters really do 
make a difference in the lives of children. 
Children participating in the program were 
46 percent less likely to start using illegal 
drugs and 27 percent less likely to begin 
using alcohol. Fifty-two percent of them 
were less likely to skip a day of school, 37 
percent were less likely to skip a class and 
33 percent were less likely to engage in 
violence. The study also showed that the 
children were more confident in their per- 
formance of schoolwork and generally 
more trusting of their parents or guardians.

Lane said. Individuals will be eligible to 
enroll in one of two studies based on their 
degree of risk for developing diabetes with- 
in the next five years. 


“The trial is testing the question of 


whether you can put people on a treatment 
that will actually prevent or delay the onset 
of Type-1 diabetes,” Lane said. “We have 
preliminary data to suggest that it does, but 
we don’t know for sure and that’s why 
we're doing this study.” 

“Disease prevention is much more desir- 
able than having the disease develop and 
then try to control it,” he said. “Patients (of 


diabetes) develop complications which 


include kidney problems, nerve problems, 
blindness and what not. So, if you stop it 
from happening at all, you stop those 
things.” 

The study, which is sponsored by the 
National Institutes of Health (NIH), is being 
conducted nationwide at more than: 350 
screening sites. The 
Minnesota, which is affiliated with UNMC, 
is one of the nine centers heading the-study.

Lane said UNMC hopes to identify 10 
patients for its portion of the study, which is 
limited to people at moderate risk of devel- 


oping diabetes. 


“There’s an anti-body level in the blood 
called islet cell auto-antibodies, and in 
Nebraska only about 3 percent of all the 
people (579 patients) we screened turned 
positive,” Lane said. “So nationally we 
have to screen lots and lots of relatives in 


order to find people who are at risk.” 


To Lane’s knowledge, no side effects 


from the treatment exist. 


“At the national level there’s a group that 
gets together, this is done in a lot of large" 
studies where they put together preliminary 
data to make sure there are no negative 
results or side effects,” Lane said. “If it was 
very clear that there was an increased risk of 
a bad side effect, or if the two groups were 
quite different statistically in their out- 
comes, then they would have the authority 
to call a halt to the trial and announce the 


results.”

normal rock tour. The venues are small and 
theater-like. The spectators stay in their 
seats. Shouting is .

This ethereal gig belongs to Dave 
Matthews and his good buddy and some- 
time-collaborator Tim Reynolds. Their 
acoustic tour has been hitting college 
towns across the country since January and 
will be wrapping up later this month. 

Matthews cut his band members free 
for a few months so he could do a strictly 
unplugged tour with Reynolds. 

Having the rest of the crew along would 
have meant 60,000-seat stadiums and 
much higher ticket prices, said 

Ambrosia Healy, the band’s publicist. 
The current tour’s no-frills approach has 
allowed Matthews to limit ticket prices to 
$30 each. ' 

“He’s (Matthews) very aware that col- 


lege campuses are where a lot of his fans 


are,” she said. “It’s nice to go give those 
fans a treat that they can’t normally get. 
This is a way to give the fans a different, 
intimate experience. 

“Dave Matthews goes out of his way to 
keep prices very low,” she continued. “The 
band wants to be good to their fans. Just 
because they're more popular now doesn’t 
mean they want to start charging more.” 

Matthews and Reynolds played shows 
at DePauw University in Greencastle, Ind.; 
Indiana State University in Terre Haute, 
Ind.; and Luther College in Decorah, Iowa. 
They’re scheduled to appear at the 
University of Colorado at Boulder, the 
University of Utah at Salt Lake ‘City and 
the Claremont Colleges of Claremont, 
Calif. 

During the University of Missouri’s 
Feb. 28 concert, Matthews looked like any 
other guy hanging out in a college coffee 
shop. Dressed in a brown shirt

cropped hair, he didn’t hesitate to yell 
“Shut up!” anytime his fans screamed, 
hooted or hollered between numbers. 

“I think he’s going back to his roots and 
playing college towns because he started 
out playing at fraternity parties,” said Reid 
Forgrave, a junior at M.U. 

who braved freezing temperatures from 
2:30-8:30 a.m. one morning to get tickets 
to the show. Forgrave said he wasn’t 
expecting to have to hop into line so early 
but was glad he did. By the time he 
reached the ticket window, more than 700 
people were standing behind him. 

Fans showed appreciation for Matthews 
and Reynolds’ stop in the heart’ of the 
heartland by waiting for about seven hours 
in back of Jesse Auditorium to greet the 
duo’s tour buses. 

Just before 7 p.m. they were rewarded 
with a chat and autographs from Reynolds 
as he bolted in for the 7:30 p.m. show. 

Three hours later, Mizzou students fil- 
ing out of the concert said they were 
pleased not only to have experienced a 


night of Matthews’ music, but his sense of . 


humor as well. Matthews wasn’t shy about 
belching into the microphone or cracking 
jokes about alcohol. He also interjected 
political statements about ; 

South Africa before and after hit songs 
such as “Crash” and “Celebrate.” 

“We need to forgive all of the third- 
world debt,” he said, prompting a round of 
applause from the audience before quickly 
snapping, “You probably don’t even know 
what that means.” 

Mizzou senior Jenny Reisinger didn’t 
expect Matthews to shine with only a gui- 
tarist backing him up, but she quickly 
changed her mind. 

“T didn’t even know I was coming until 
today,” she said. “It was a fluke. I don’t 
own any of his albums, but Ill. definitely 
go buy one now.”

The 
win was as easy as one-two-three, as the 
Mavericks scored three runs in the first 
inning, two more in the second and one in 
the third to get the win in the five-inning 
game. Pitcher Michelle Manthie picked up 
the last two wins for the Mavericks. 

Saturday was a new day but the same old 
story for Maverick foes. Oklahoma Baptist 
‘was the first team to lose to the Mavericks 
Saturday when they were blanked 8-0. 
Buzzell held Oklahoma Baptist to two hits 
while the Mavericks pounded out 11 in the 
win. 

Manthie went back to the mound for the 
game against Central Iowa and she emerged 
with an 8-2 win. The Mavericks were 
helped by six Central Iowa errors and three 
extra base hits. 

Then in the final game the Mavericks 
took to the diamond against a common foe, 
the Augustana Vikings. Augustana is in the 
Southern Division of the North Central 


Conference, the same one the Mavericks are 
in, and made it to the College World Series 
last year. 

Manthei took to the mound again and 
this time she pitched a gem of a game. The 
game was scoreless through six innings 
despite the Mavericks having five hits and 
Augustana not capitalizing on three 
Maverick errors. 

In the seventh, Tiffany Jones hit a sacri- 
fice fly that brought home the game’s only 
run and Manthei shut the door on Augustana 
in the 1-0 win. 

The Mavericks also were scheduled for a 
doubleheader at Washburn University in 
Topeka, Kan. but results weren available 
at press time. 

The lone home games for the Mavericks 
in March are scheduled for today against 
Northwest Missouri State. The games. are 
slated to start at 4 and 6 p.m.. at College 
World Series Park.
